M;u, SauTuelson stated that after obtaining a general. laiowledge of 
the organization, our initial, v/ou-k would be to review the CIA financial 
Eianagoiient program to determine 'idiether tlie CIA effectiveljr and efficiently 
controls the funds entrusted in its care and does so within the scope of 
the authority of the legislation and executive orders under which CIA 
operates. This review would include the review and evaliiation of the 
interna-l checks, such as intemaJ. audit and inspection opes’ations of CIA. 

;.ir. Ssffiuelson advised that nonaally our contact in nn agency under 
25X1 A audJ-t vras not in internal audit bxit instead should be at ao high a manage- 

ment level as possible and yet be readil y accessible to us. Colonel White 
advised that initially of his staff \^ouM be our contact 
laan. He indicated that in the initial phases of our work he wished to 
,keej> as closely in touch with it as possible, and that as our audit work 
progre.gsed the designation would be cheaaged as necessary 

CIA officials stated that they did not contemplate ax^ problem in 
obtaining Mr. PahJrs security clearance since AEC clearajices are generally 
acceptable for CIA pdrposes. Mr. Lloyd stated that he would contact 
!4r. Saruuelson on November IT, 1959, to advise him whether there would 
be any problem in laaiediately clearing Mr. Pahl. 

It was agreed that initially we would be interested in having data 
made available for our review and files (at CIA), such as organization 
charts, manuals, regulations, and other data setting forth the organization 
and operation of the Support area. Mr. Houston made available an un- 
classified copy of a compilation of statutes and executive orders relating 
specifically to the CIA, and suggested that Mr. Pahl's initial briefing 
should be in the area of the legislative and executive history of CIA 
and its predecessor agencie.<s and CIA’s mission.
